Portugal to 
Open West 
German Plant

BEJA, Portugal, (AP) - A 


huge airbase paid for mostly 
with West German marks that 
will eventually employ 3,000 
West German airmen opens this 
summer near this quiet trading 
and wheat town 85 miles south- 
east of Lisbon. 


Portuguese and West German 


officials 
have revealed 
little 


about the base since they began 
planning it within the frame- 
work of the North Atlantic Trea. 
ty Organization in 1960. No offi- 
cial documents on their agree, 
ment have ever been published 
In Portuguese newspapers. 


"The Portuguese government 


has been kind enough to have us 
as their guests," said a high 
officer among the 200 Germans 
already living In some of the 40 
red-tiled barracks near the alu. 
minum hangars, "This base is 
Portuguese and we are subject 
to Portuguese jurisdiction. 


Although 
commanded

staffed by Portuguese officers, 
the base was planned by West 
German officials as a "fall 
back" in case of nuclear attack 
on their homeland. It wlll house 
three squadrons of jets able to 
strike back on short notice. 


The base will have the largest 


jet engine test facilities in West- 
ern Europe and two runways 
long enough for new supersonic 
transport planes. NATO jet re. 
pair workshops will be trans- 
ferred from Alverca, near Lis- 
bon, to the base.

These 
include 
organized 


crime which police say extends 
throughout 
the 
United States, 


linking fraternities of criminals 
exacting a huge toll from Amer- 
ican citizens each year. 


On the eve of the conference 


the Justice Department report- 
ed a record number of criminal 
indictments on federal racket- 
eering counts issued last year. 


The government issued 1,198 


such indictments and got 477 
convictions. In 1965 it issued 872 
indictments and got 410 convic- 
tions.

ducers, Is becoming known as

man with the box office 


touch." 


Of the 36 films he has made 


since 1952 only two were finan- 
cial duds, which he feels is 
something of a record. 


"1 have made a profit of $167 


million for the studio," he re- 
marked. 


"Why? Because I don't make 


pictures 
for 
myself. I make 


them for the public. And what 
they want is to be entertained. 


"Escape is a healthy word. 


And people are looking for a 
clean look in entertainment, 


"European 
producers 
feel 


they have to give a slice of life. 
We feel that people get that 
slice of life in their own homes. 


"We're on the upbeat now in 


Hollywood. European producers 
are on the downbeat. I feel that 
if you subject people to a neu- 
rotic film about despair, they go 
back to their homes and watch 
television, dull as that may be." 


Hunter's latest 
bonanza is 


"Thoroughly Modern Millie," a 
madcap musical romp through 
the 
1920s starring Julie An- 


drews, James Fox, Mary Tyler 
Moore, Carol Charming, John 
Gavin and Beatrice Lillie. 


His next opus is "The Public 


Eye," 
which Elizabeth Taylor 


and Richard Burton will get a 
million dollars each to star In. 


Ross used to be an actor him- 


self. After a spell of teaching 
English in Cleveland, he put in 
a hitch in the Army, then took a 
film test and scored high. 


He acted In 19 pictures — re- 


member "Sweetheart of Sigma 
Chi" and "Louisiana Hayride"? 
— and pushed his income up to 
$1,000 a week. His career was 
interrupted by an illness that 
sidelined him for a full year. 


When 
he 
recovered nobody 


seemed to remember him. Una- 
ble to find work as an actor, 
Ross returned to teaching at 
$57.50 a week, spent his even- 
ings studying producing. 


"It was the best thing that 


could have happened to me," he 
recalled without bitterness. "I 
don't miss acting, and I don't 
think the public misses my act- 
ing either. I wouldn't be an ac- 
tor again for anything in the 
world." 


In a few years, as producer, 


Hunter climbed quickly back up 
the Hollywood ladder. His films 
include such hits as "Magnifi- 
cent Obsession," "Imitation of 
Life," "Tammy, Tell Me True," 
"Flower Drum Song," and "Pil- 
low Talk." 


Among the stars he helped 


launch or bring to new peaks of

Conspiracy 
Probe on 
Two Fronts 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison moved 
on two fronts today to get wit- 
nesses he wants in his John F. 
Kennedy assassination conspi- 
racy probe. 


The district attorney's office 


issued a warrant Monday for 
the arrest of Lilly Mae Me- 
Maines, 22, Omaha, Neb. as a 
material witness. 


The U.S. attorney's office was 


asked by Garrison to issue an 
unlawful 
flight 
order 
against 


Gordon Novel, 29, former owner 
of a French Quarter bar who 
disappeared last week before he 
was to have appeared before the 
Orleans Parish grand jury. 


If U.S. Atty. Louis LaCour 


honors Garrison's request, it 
would bring the FBI into the 
search for Novel. 


"I think it is very odd that 


Novel can be found by newspa- 
per and television media and 
not by the people who are trying 
to arrest him," said Asst. Dist. 
Atty. James Alcock. 


There was no immediate word 


from LaCour's office about the 
request and an FBI spokesman 
declined to comment about Nov- 
el. 


Some federal authorities are 


known to look upon Garrison's 
investigation with a cold eye. 
The 
Warren 
Commission, 


named by President Johnson to 
investigate the assassination of 
President 
Kennedy in Dallas, 


Tex., Nov. 22, 1963, concluded 
that New Orleans-born Lee Har- 
vey Oswald was the assassin 
and acted alone. 


Garrison's 
office 
issued a 


warrant last week for Novel's 
arrest and asked that he be 
placed under $50,000 bond. 


Perry R. Russo, 25, a Baton 


Rouge insurance salesman, said 
Mrs. McMaines, then known as 
Sandra Moffett, was one of sev- 
eral persons attending a party 
in the New Orleans apartment 
of the late David W. Ferrie in 
mid-September 1963. 


After this party, Russo testi- 


fied two weeks ago, he heard 
Ferrie, 
Oswald and Clay L. 


Shaw conspire to kill President 
Kennedy. 


Shaw, 54, a retired New Or- 


leans business executive, has 
been indicted by the grand jury 
on a charge of conspiring to 
murder Kennedy. 


Mrs. 
McMaines, married to 


part-time Omaha minister Har- 
old McMaines, 48, told newsmen 
last week she did not attend the 
party but said she had known 
Russo. 


Criminal Dist. Judge Edward 


A, Haggerty jr., who will con- 
duct Shaw's trial, signed the 
warrant for Mrs. McMaines as

a material witness and set bond 
at $5,000. 


"We feel sure she is a very 


important witness," said Asst. 
Dist. Atty. Andrew Sciambra.

Shaw's defense attorneys, also 
expressed an interest in ques- 
tioning Mrs. McMaines. 


"My opinion now is that she 


will be a very useful witness," 
said Dymond. 


In his testimony at a prelimi- 


nary hearing, Russo alluded to 
Sandra Moffett only once, nam- 
ing her, as "the girl I brought" 
to the party. 


Mrs. McMaines said she did 


not know Ferrie until 1965. 


Novel has made statements to 


newsmen 
in Columbus, Ohio, 


and Washington, D.C., calling 
Garrison's probe a fraud. 


Judge Haggerty said he want- 


ed to "prevent the flow of preju- 
dicial pretrial publicity," and 
ordered the prosecution not to 
make public statements about 
the case or discuss the evidence 
with newsmen.

Pope Hints at 
Favoring 
Birth Control 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul VI gave a carefully quali- 
fied endorsement today to gov- 
ernment measures of population 
control without indicating any 
relaxation in the Roman Catho- 
lic Church's opposition to me- 
chanical means of birth control. 


Writing in the fifth encyclical 


of his reign, the pontiff in a sec- 
tion on population growth said 
"the 
temptation is great to 


check the demographic increase 
by radical measures. 


He added: "Public authorities 


can intervene, within the limit 
of their competence, by favor- 
ing the availability of appropri- 
ate information and by adopting 
suitable 
measures, 
provided 


that these be in conformity with 
the moral law and that they re- 
spect the rightful freedom of 
married couples."

To rejuvenate old leggy shrubs, 


Mr. Bittle said in spring thin out 
and cut off at the ground line 
half of the old canes to stim- 
ulate new growth. This will make 
for compactness and a reduo 
tion 
in height. The following 


spring, 
remove 
remaining old 


canes as new canes come in.

Haled into court for beating up 


a neighbor's son, Hawkins of- 
fered the following explanation: 


"He threw a rock at my little 


girl, so I went over and taught 
him a lesson."

damages. Pointing out that the

the judge said the right to pro- 
tect did not include the right to 
punish. 


By and large, the law does not 


give you the right to "get even" 
for a wrong inflicted upon you 
or your loved ones. 


The reason lies in the "con- 


tract" between the indhidual and 
society. The individual gives up 
his right to punish a wrongdoer, 
in return for society's promise to 


do it for him. 


To be sure, it may be difficult in 


a 
particular 
case to determine 


whether a p.-rson was acting to 
protect or to punish. Take this 
case: 


A night watchman was rushed 


by a man wielding a knife. Draw- 
ing his gun, the watchman killed 
his assailant with two fast shots. 
Hut in due course, he himself was

sault and battery. The court said 
that, with danger past, the land- 
lord had clearly acted out of sheer 
vindictiveness — and must there- 
fore pay damages.

with the heaviest raids in two 
weeks. 


A slight break in the weather 


over North Vietnam enabled 
U.S. planes to fly 107 missions, 
a spokesman said. This was the 
largest number since March 14 
when American pilots flew 116. 


The targets included an oil 


storage depot six miles north- 
west of Haiphong and a surface- 
to-air missile 
site only five 


miles from the Red port. It was 
the closest penetration to North 
Vietnam's major port since the 
same fuel depot was attacked 
March 6. 


The stepped-up strikes indi- 


cated 
U.S. airmen 
were 


prepared to seize any break in 
the weather to increase pres- 
sure on North Vietnam. The 
seasonal monsoon winds are due 
to change any day now, provid- 
ing good bombing weather for 
the next few months. 


The 
spokesman 
also an- 


nounced the loss of an Air Force 


Western F4C Phantom jet over the north 


Sunday. The two crewmen are 
listed as missing in action. The 
plane was the second downed by 
enemy ground fire Sunday, but 
the announcement of the second 
loss was delayed while search 
planes looked for the crew. 


The United States has now 


announced 498 planes lost over 
the north. 


Though the tempo of the air 


war increased, ground action 
was generally light, with only 
scattered action reported. Ene- 
my activity included terrorist 
bombing of three civilian buses 
north of Da Nang in which five 
civilians were killed and eight 
injured.

Air Force planes flying from 


Thailand bombed supply points 
along the western edge of North 
Vietnam and down the southern 
panhandle. One heavy raid went 
against a supply complex which 
the North Vietnamese have laid 
out near the old battlefield of 
Dlen Bien Phu, The bombs set 
off a blistering fireball and sent 
black smoke rising 5,000 feet 
above the jungle area.
